TILTON’S TREATMENT OF HIS WIFE. 


The topic which had been latest under 
discussion with certain gentlemen was 
Mrs. Tilton’s re statement that her 
nusband had neglected his home, locked 
his wife in a room, lived 


his friends feel indignant. To refute the, 
statement, I was shown by Mr. Tilton’s 
counsel the correspondence between 


the wife and husband from 1866 
down nearly to the date of 
the discovery of the _ adultery. 


I read it with sensibility, admiration and 
wonder. That home was truly ideal. 
The insidicus entry of Beecher into it, 
the husband's apprehension, the wife’s in- 
fatuation, their correspondence as to 
this intruder, and, finally, the struggle in 
a hysteric nature between her pastor, had 
put her soul in leading strings, and the 
groom of her youth was perfecily visi- 
ble. ‘ 

Said I to Judge Morris: ‘“‘Give me 
these letters. They are needful, that the 
world may understand you both. I will 
print them in a distant city, so that or 
may slowly find their way back here wit 
such delay as not to affect the man issue 
on the spot.”’ 

Judge Morris, Mr, Tilton’s counsel, fa- 
vored the request. I secured the whole 
of that remarkable correspondence. Not 
Abelard or Heloise ever wrote such let- 
ters. They are the quintessence of love. 
As literary compositions they are no less 
valuable than as perfect exponents of the 
two actors in this dauwffable play. 


WITH MR. TILTON AND HIS COUNSEL, 


Mr. Tilton, Judge Morris, and 
myself then took a carriage and drove to 
the sea-shore, six miles distant. We 
were gone all the afternoon. I put law- 
yer and man under as close an examina- 
tion as was compatible with our relations 
and my knowledge of Tilton’s nature, 
Tilton never flinched. Mr. Morris’ heart 
was in his defense. Such a story, so re- 
lated, it would be impossible for me to 
repeat. The substance of it I shall give 
you. We returned to Brooklyn, and 
Mr. Tilton and myself sat up till mid- 
night, still laboring over the same theme, 
and nnally were the only two tenants of 
the cottage, except Katie, the old servant 
maid.

Though in this darkened house of woe, 
desolate of wife or children, I never felt 
under more peaceful protection; for the 
purity, the sorrow, and the bravery of 
the man who slept in the very chamber 
where he had listened to the dread con- 
fession of guilt permeated the place. His 
conversation all day had been of a sweet 
and lefty sort, scarcely like anything 
worldly [ ever heard. That part of the 
public which measures him by the false 
orbit of Beecher is not aware of the man’s | 
height. 

MR. MOULTON SAID TO ME 


another day: ‘‘Gath, I cannot speak of 
anything material as to what [ shall have 
to say, but this I tell you as between 
Beccles and Tilton in their behavior un- 
der fire, Tilton is intinitely the larger 
more self-reliant, more reliable man. i 
never heard him lie, and Beecher has 
been lying during the whole of this con- 
troversy.

The fable 
of the man eaten up by his Lorse was no 
fable. He was a Georgia farmer on poor 
ground eaten up by his horses. 100,000 
pounds of corn forage can be grown on 
an acre. Sow six bushels per acre or the 
stalks will grow too large. Cutit and air 
it within tweyty-four; hours. Drive down 
astake. Governor Brown has’ ‘experiment. 
ed onthis line. The stake is original 
with him. The corn must be cut while 
in the tassel. The people who live in 
acountry that grows sweet potatoes and 
cow peas have much to thank God for. 
Cat-tail millet is worthless, but itis rich 
in ammonia. The best forage plant is 
the cow pea. 1,200 poundsof pea-vine 
hay can be made per acre. 

rof. Pendleton stated that pea vines 
made blood and milk bnt not muscle.

He 
treated the subject of Agricultural Statis- 
tics ‘‘how collected, by whom collected, 
in whose interest collected, how it affects 
the rights, interests and business of the 
farmer.” 
His objection to the system was that it 
was managed and conducted in an inter- 
est not identical with the farmer, and 
the tardiness in which the totals of crops 
are given to the public. 
It is eight months after the crop is sold 
that the total of the crop is given. 
The cotton crop of 1867 was only 
2,500,000 bales, and yet it only sold for 
14 cents per pound. 
The summer boasting of large crops 
and the publication of enormous fall re- 
ceipts, has the effect of low prices in fall 
an higher prices in spring. 
For five years there has been a differ- 
ence of 5 cents per pound between fall 
and spring prices, he planter sells in 
the full and the speculator in the spring.
